THE END OF THE YEAR. 


Tue trade, with the rest of the community, 
has reached the end of another year, and, in com- 
mon with other lines of business, is not able to 
congratulate itself over as satisfactory a year as 
could be wished for. Business in almost all 
branches seems to have reached during the past 
year the lowest point both as to price and amount 
of sales, and the book-trade has not been ex- 
empt from the general depression. In fact, it is 
almost surprising that, considering that to many 
people books are a luxury simply, the trade has 
done so well as it has during the year past. _Lit- 
tle has been done in the way of legislation to 
help matters at all; the country still lacks a 
general bankruptcy bill, and the trade a measure 
of international copyright, as a basis of reason- 
able business certainty in dealing in foreign 
books. The political agitation of the last fall 
has, of course, contributed its share to interfere 
with business, and it has, in fact, been a year in 
which almost all conditions of commercial non- 
success have come together. 

The extraordinary natural prosperity of this 
country, however, gives it a recuperative power 
which is the more sure to be exerted the lower 
the point of depression. The book business 
must be peculiarly benefited by the great fact 
that the population and wealth of the country 
necessarily increase under its natural conditions, 
and that education spreads even beyond the pro- 
portion of the increase of population. There- 
fore, when the business is less and less good, 
there is nevertheless, as a constant tendency to 
mitigate the depression, a greater and greater 
aumber of people ready to become book-buyers.

THE SALE OF BOOKS. 
From the British and Colonial Stationer and Printer. 


THERE is no department of business which 
requires more common-sense than the publish- 
ing and sale of books. The mere act of issuing 
a book is very simple. The setting of the type, 
and stereotyping it (if more than one edition 
may be required), the paper, presswork, binding, 
and royalty to the author, constitute the first ex- 
penses. The advertising, distribution, etc., may 
be large or small, according as sales may war- 
rant. That a demand may be created, even if 
the work supplies a want, is self-evident. 

The fact is, that nowadays there are few 
books that can be regarded as really essential. 
The author presumes so, and acting on the pre- 
sumption writes the book. The publisher counts 
on a given number of people wanting such a 
book, and issues an edition accordingly. It is 
then necessary, in order to insure the author 
and publisher against a loss, to convince a suf- 
ficient number of buyers that they need the 
book, and succeed also in inducing more than 
enough to purchase than will defray expenses, 
and this constitutes the profit of book publishing. 
Failing in doing this entails a loss on both the 
author and publisher. 

It is common-sense for the publishers to cre- 
ate a demand which publishers may supply, and 
to make it the interest of booksellers to keep a 
stock, and interest such of their customers as may 
want books on the subject upon which the work 
treats, or the author may be known to be com- 
petent to write upon. To justify this a sufficient 
margin of profit must be guaranteed. The re- 
tail price ought to be definite, and the profit sat- 
isfactory. The publisher ought to have back- 
bone enough to refuse selling to drapers and 
others who cut under the retail price, or even to 
the cut-throat booksellers, who are so foolish as 
to do the same. Protection to those who buy 
to sell again is absolutely necessary. 

It is common-sense for a bookseller to de- 
cline purchasing a book which may be sold by a 
neighbor and rival at less than he pays for it, or 
at so small a profit as not to warrant a risk of 
laying out his money upon it. It is common- 
sense to lay in a stock of such books which yield 
a living profit, but no others, notwithstanding 
the pressure that may be applied by either 
travellers or customers. 

Perhaps the best thing for publishers to do 
would be to make their retail prices the same as 
the present wholesale rates at which their books 
are generally sold, and from these prices to 
make a small discount, and then no one could 
afford to sell at less than retail price. They 
should also refuse to sell to any house not recog- 
nized as booksellers or to those who cut under 
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the regular price. Booksellers should deal only 
with such publishers as conform to this principle, 
and do all they can to promote the sales of books 
on which they can make a reasonable. profit, 
keeping no others in stock. Live and let live 
ought to be the motto of the bookselling trade. 





NEW YORK FREE CIRCULATING 
LIBRARY. 
From The N. Y. Tribune. 

THE fourth annual report of the trustees of 
the New York Free Circulating Library shows 
gratifying results. The institution is young and 
still comparatively small. The number of vol- 
umes in the main library at No. 49 Bond St. 
being only 10,424, but the number of readers is 
now 13,671, an increase of 2,170 over the num- 
ber of last year, and the circulation, which was 
81,233 last year has this year been 95,296. 
This is equivalent to over nine drawings of every 
book in the library, during the year ; and yet in 
that time only three books have been lost. The 
library is open on Sundays from 4 to g p. m., 
and the average number of books given out on 
that day is 133. Inthe class of books drawn 
there is a slight improvement... The percentage 
of fiction and juvenile books drawn last year was 
70, this year 68. The reading-room was open 
352 days in the year, and the total number of 
readers was 30,190, the daily average being 86. 
The Ottendorfer Branch Library, at 135 Second 
Ave., the gift of the late Mrs. Ottendorter, was re- 
ceived by the trusteeson June Io. It has a fine 
building with accommodations for 15,000 vol- 
umes, a large and well-lighted reading-room, and 
a smaller room for students consulting books of 
reference. The branch library has 4,784 books 
in English, and 4035 in German. ‘The only 
thing lacking is an adequate fund for the current 
expenses and growth ofthe library. The ex- 
-penses of the year were $7,986.35. The sub- 
scriptions amounted to $6,646.76. The trustees 
invite every one who may be interested in this 
enterprise to visit the library and see how it is 
conducted and used. At the same time they 
appeal] for gifts of money, that they may enlarge 
their work and extend its benefits as far as pos- 
sible. The treasurer is J. Pierpont Morgan, No. 
23 Wall St. The membership dues are only $10 
annually, and as the society is incorporated 
members incur no liability.
